What I 
like to call “the 
attitude of grat­ 
itude” is what all 
of us need. 
You can test 
this for yourself. 
How do you feel 
when you get up 
in the morning? 
Do 
y o u 
s a y 
things 
like: 
“I 
had a terrible night’s sleep . . . I 
certainly made a fool of myself 
last night . 
Isn’t the weather 
awful this morning? . . . Just look 
at these headlines in the paper; 
don’t they worry you? . . . My, 
how my back aches.” 
If that’s the way you face the 
new day, you’ve 
sapped 
your 
energy 50 per cent by these re­ 
marks. You’re licked before you 
start. And that isn’t the worst of 
it. You’ve half-spoiled the day 
for your husband or wife or fam­ 
ily too. Why? Because you’ve es­ 
tablished a mental pattern of de­ 
feat and unhappiness. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, sup­ 
pose you get up wfth remarks 
like these: 
“I’m thankful for a 
wonderful night’s sleep . . . Isn’t 
it grand to see this lovely rainy 
day? There’s something fresh and 
cool about rain. I like to feel it on 
my face . . . ¿This news in the 
paper isn’t too bad. Things are 
going better than I thought . . . 
And where is that old backache 
I had a week ago? It’s all gone.” 
It makes you feel better just to 
read these words, doesn’t it? Im­ 
agine, then, how much better you 
will feel if you say them 
(or 
words like them) every morning. 
Your family will beam and go off 
to work or school or household 
chores in a happy frame of mind. 
And how does 
this 
amazing 
change occur? It’s simple. A de­ 
pression thought pattern is re­ 
placed by a thangsgiving thought 
attitude. 
In our religio-psychiatric clinic 
at the Marble Collegiate Church, 
we are continually prescribing for 
people the regular practice of the 
attitude of gratitude, the techni­ 
que of thanksgiving. You may be 
interested in the method we ad­ 
vise them to use in praying. 
We suggest an average of three 
prayers a day. In one prayer, you 
ask God for everything you want 
and need. Ask in His name so 
that you ask sensibly, but do ask 
for everything you feel you need. 
And that is the only time you are 
to ask for anything. Your other 
two prayers should be prayers of 
thanksgiving. Thank God for giv­ 
ing you what you need. 
It’s easy to remember: 
one 
prayer of petition, two prayers 
of thanksgiving. This is a tech­ 
nique that we have seen revolu- 


habit to make your thoughts con­ 
crete by getting them down on 
paper where you can see them. 
You will be astonished by the 
number of things for which you 
can be thankful. 
Start out with something as 
simple as this: “I’m thankful I 
can push this pencil across this 
paper; some people can’t because 
they have arthritis or some other 
infirmity. I am thankful that I live 
in the United States and can 
speak my mind; half the world is 
silenced behind an Iron Curtain.” 
Why, you could go on like this 
long enough to fill a ream of 
paper. Then take a good look at 
your list and laugh and sing and 
be happy. 
Take my suggestion that you 
practice the art of thanksgiving 
regularly. It will change your 
life. 
And, 
on 
Thanksgiving 
Day, 
gathered with your loved ones 
around a plentiful 
table, be 
thankful that you are so greatly 
blessed. Why not ask everyone at 
that table to list the many things 
fdr which they can be thankful. I 
suggest that, after you have done 
this, you have everyone at the 
table bow their heads and thank 
God, who has done so much for 
you and your country. Make the 
day a real Thanksgiving by re­ 
membering that God is the au­ 
thor of every good and perfect 
gift. 
For happier living, here’s some­ 
thing to remember and practice:

ir\H IO Highway Director Theodore J. Kauer

thinks truck weights on public highway » 
hav e reached the lim it 
In a report to the 
northeastern regional conference on highway 
safety and motor v ehicle problems he de­ 
clared that “further increases in legal weights 
of commercial v ehicle» should be halted.’' 
The fact is that truck weights hav e pass- 
o d the limit not reached it While Director 
Kauer’s report was being made, an Ohio 
g Ute highway patrol check on ov erloaded 
trucks pasting through Medina was y ielding 
An av erage of a v iolation and a half per hour. 
These were cases of open v iolation of law. It 
is a q uestion Whether trucks operated inside 
YJie law are not too heav y for most of the 
ro ads they use. 
The to p limit for pneumatic-tired 
v e­ 
hicles in Ohio is 19,000 pounds, 1000 pounds 
mo re than the limit under the law before it 
was chang ed by the current general assem­ 
bly . No one knows what a safe limit would 
be in terms of ordinary highway construc­ 
tio n; the subject is being studied « refuUy . 
But ev ery bo dy knows that the weight and 
leng th of trucks and the way the trucks are 
o perated hav e created a public issue. 
No o ne in hi. right mind wants to handi­ 
cap the trucking industry unduly . 
It is * 
v ital part o f public transportation. 
But no 
o ne in his right mind can be unaware that a 
public problem ex ists. Public highwav s also 
are a v ital part of public transportation. 
Certainly the solution of the problem is 
not in fining driv ers for v iolating the law. 
Thev merelv add the fines to their operating 
cosU. 
Suspension of their driv ing licenses 
in manv cases would merely work hardship 
on employ es who do not determine the load 
weights of their v ehicles. A more direct en­ 
forcement method would be to suspend the 
licenses of the v ehicles themselv es for abus­ 
ing public property . 
Adding 
a local touch, the sooner City 
Council takes action to div ert heav y truck 
traffic from the downtown section the sooner 
Salem will arriv e at a sensible approach to 
the traffic congestion problem. 
Div ert the 
trucks from Sate street and y ou’ll solv e half 
the problem and sav e undue wear on the 
pav ement.

Plan Not New; Is Far From Reality

Til Hafta Take It Up With the Boss!" 


f 
HE IDEA o f European unity - 
one gov ernment for all Eur­ 
ope, or a federation, or a United 
States of Europe—is not new. 
It still is far from becoming 
a reality . But the Western Eur­ 
opean nations hav e taken at least 
one solid step in that direction 
by setting up a “Council o f Eur­ 
ope.” 
You can see why this council 
is a long way from being one- 
gov ernment-for-all. It lacks the 
power to make any ot its mem­ 
bers—the nations taking part— 
do any thing against its will- 
As long ago as 1930 the French 
proposed 
a 
European 
federal 
union. Nothing happened. 
In 1940, when France was col­ 
lapsing under the Nazi attack, 
Winston Churchill, then British 
prime 
minister, 
offered 
th e 
French union and common citi­ 
zenship with 
Britain. 
Nothing 
done. 
After the war a number of un­ 
official groups were organized 
to push the European unity idea, 
through federation or in some 
other way . For ex ample: 


IN JANUARY# 19 4 7 Winston 
Churchill formed a United Eur­ 
ope committee; in March, 1947 , 
the Independent League of Eur­ 
opean Federalists was created; in 
April, 1947 the Union of Euro­ 
pean Federalists was set up; and 
the European Parliamentary Un­ 
ion was started in September, 
1947 by Count Richard Couden- 
hov e Kalergi. 
(All this got an added push 
from the US. senate which in 
March, 1947 , approv ed a resolu­ 
tion offered by Senator Fulbright, 
Arkansas Democrat, say ing: 
(“Congress fav ors the creation 
of a United States of Europe 
within the framework of the 
United Nations.”) 
In December, 1947 , the v arious 
mov ements abov e teamed up in 
an “International Committee for 
the Coordination of Mov ements 
For European Unity .” 
(At this time the nations of 
Western Europe were getting to­ 
gether in the economic field to 
work out their needs for help 
under this country ’s Marshall 
Plan). 
This “International 
Co mmittee 
For Coordination” held 
its first 
conference in May , 1948, ag reed 
there should be a European as­ 
sembly and in August, 1948 urged 
Britain, 
France, 
Belgium, 
the 


Netherlands and Lux embourg to 
take the lead in setting up such 
an assembly . 
Those fiv e nations established 
a special committee on European 
unity and it met in Nev ember, 
1948. They had different v iews 
but reached a compromise. 
Britain wanted a council of 
ministers from the v arious coun­ 
tries of Europe. France held out 
for an assembly composed of del­ 
egates from those countries. 


• 
THE RESULT was the present 
council of Europe which is made 
up this way ; 
1. A committee of tfte foreign 
ministers of each member coun­ 
try , meeting in secret, 
2. A consulativ e assembly to 
which the member nations send 
delegates who meet in public. 
The first session of this coun­ 
cil’s assembly met on Aug. 1, 
1949- It met again last August, 
will meet again this month. 
From the beginning the minis­ 
ters hav e been pretty much the 
main cog in the machine, ev en 
to the point of limiting what the 
assembly can discuss. 
The assembly delegates hav e 
chafed under the restraint, want 
more power independent of the 
ministers. 
Ev en so, the council as it is set 
up has no real power. No nation 
which is a member of the council 
has to follow the recommenda­ 
tions of the assembly . 


NEVERTHELESS, while the 
assembly may seem only a de­ 
bating society , it is still a place 
where the delegates can repre­ 
sent public opinion in Europe. 
They can air a lot of Europe’s 
problems and desires. The as­ 
sembly has already recommended 
much closer economic cooperation 
among the nations taking part in 
the council. 
And early this month the com­ 
mittee of foreign ministers signed 
in Rome an agreement on human 
rights. If eight gov ernments form-

Up To The Steel Workers 
I 
N THE fifth round of wage increases, now 
in progress, the steel industry is not set­ 
ting the pace, for a change. Its problem this 
y ear is to hold the pace, as Benjamin Fair­ 
ies« , president of U.S. Steel pointed out Thurs­ 
day before the American Petroleum Institute 
In Los Angeles. 
Specifically , its problem is to keep its 
workers from going on another of the strikes 
which hav e cost 29,000,000 tons of steel pro­ 
duction since the end of the war in 1945. 
That is more than a fourth of the tonnage the 
steel industry hopes to be able to turn out in 
1952 when its present ex pansion program is 
completed. 
Mr. Fairless told the petroleum institute 
that he believ es the steel industry should 
hold the pace, meaning that it should be 
prepared to raise its prices enough to keep 
its employ es abreast of dev elopments in the 
fifth round. 
The rest it goes without say ­ 
ing. is up to the steel workers negotiators. 
The president of Big Steel has gone on 
record for an in-line increase 
He has gone 
on record for continued production of steel 
without interruption by stnkes. He has ev en 
gone on record with a statement that an in­ 
crease of reasonable proportions could be 
handled without causing important price in­ 
creases in products made of steel. 
“I hav e nev er been able to understand,” 
he said in Los Angeles, “why prices and 
wages can rise all around us without causing 
any great public concern, but the minute 
there is any talk of a wage-price rise in steel, 
I large number of honest but misguided 
gentlemen jump to the hoasetops and start 
shouting that a disastrous inflation will re­ 
sult and that the country is on the high road 
to perdition. 
Such statements are simply 
not true ” 
If the steel industry ’s employ es do not 
ask for too much in 1950, there will be no 
necessity for a strike as far as U.S. Steel 
Corp. is concerned.

Main Weapon Of Guerrillas 


TT'OREAN Reds hav e opened a guerrilla 
“second front” far behind the main bat­ 
tle lines in Korea. 
They are using tactics perfected o v er 
many y ears in Russia and China. U.S. Army 
intelligence officers say they are o rg anized, 
hav e a central command and co o rdinate their 
raids with Red battlefront mov ements. 
The Communist guerrillas are groups by ­ 
passed when United Nations forces broke out 
of the Pusan beachhead in southeast Korea 
and swept north in September and October. 
Their main effort apparently is concen­ 
trated in a triangle formed by Chorwon, 
Inchon and Py ongy ang in west-central Korea. 
Intelligence officers said the guerrillas’ 
chief objectiv es are to disrupt U.N. supply 
lines to the northern fronts and to obtain 
food, clothing and eq uipment for continued 
operation. 
The guerrillas hav e fiv e main targets— 
command posts, supply installations, artillery 
positions, main supply routes and American 
officers of the Korean military adv isory 
groups. 
It is a war of stealthy mov ement with 
few fix ed positions. 
The United States 25th Div ision and the 
Turkish and Philippines brigades are in the 
main area of guerrilla operations. The GI’s 
hit the Korean irregulars a sev ere blow 
Thursday at Wacho when artillery blew up a 
command post. 
Fires apparently ex ploded 
ammunition stores cached in nearby houses. 
The Reds then disappeared into the hills. 


THE KOREAN guerrillas probably had 
ex perience in operations against the Japan­ 
ese during 50 y ears of occupation. And they 
can draw on a v ast fund of ex perience accu­ 
mulated by Chinese Communists in two de­ 
cades of hit-run warfare against the Chinese 
Nationalists. 
This can be supplemented by 
the ex perience accumulated by Russian guer­ 
rillas who operated behind the German lines 
in World War II. 
The guerrillas’ main weapon is surprise. 
They av oid combat with a superior force ex ­ 
cept when he is unprepared. 
A tex tbook of the Chinese Communists 
puts it this way : 
“When the enemy sleeps, strike. 
When 
he attacks, run away .” 
For the most part the Korean guerrillas 
try to get their weapons from the enemy . 
They take clothing off bodies of theif 
v ictims whenev er possible. 
Conseq uently , 
the Korean guerrillas freq uently look like 
American - eq uipped South Korean troops 
when caught. 
In the present “ghost war” the Reds hav e 
two great adv antages: 
The mountainous terrain, honey combed 
with rav ines and draws and full of cev es, is 
hard to police. A large band can easily split 
up into small groups and literally disappear. 


MOREOVER, the North Koreans appear 
to be getting some supplies from the main 
fighting forces to the northwest. AP Corres­ 
pondent Leif Erickson reported U.N. troops 
found an ammunition cache in one cav e of 
300,000 rounds of mortar and artillery shells. 
The army siezed 57 tons of food in a ware­ 
house. 
In cases where capture appears likely 
the guerrillas hide their weapons, change in­ 
to civ ilian clothes and suddenly become or­ 
dinary “farmers." There are methods of de­ 
tecting these changes. 
But for security rea­ 
sons they cannot be disclosed. 
So far, the guerrillas hav e succeeded in 
ty ing up a certain number of American and 
other U.N. troops. They hav e ambushed con­ 
v oy s on the supply routes. They are a threat 
American intelligence say s, particularly as 
they shift the center of their efforts farther 
north toward the real battle front. 
They hav e been try ing to induct recruits 
and train new people. 
How much success they hav e had is pro­ 
blematical, intelligence said. 
In most instances, information about the 
whereabouts of the guerrillas and often about 
their plans for attack come from North Ko­ 
rean citizens. 
Anti-guerrilla forces are being organized 
and trained by the U.N. so that the South 
Koreans themselv es can deal with the pro­ 
blem.
